Tangier, August 6.- 
the Moroccan coast, 
ed by French cruisers, the Moors ‘are 
reported to have been shot down in 
large numbers, and the town since last 
Sunday night has heen practically in 
the possession of landing parties from 
French. and Spanish cruisers. ‘The first 
shots were fired by the Moors. The 
French responded with a bayonet charge 
and the bombardment of the native quar- 
ter with Melinite shells. The French- 
men had six men wounded, but no one 
killed. No European residents were hurt. 

Kesult of Nature Rising. 

The occupation of Casa Bianca is a di- 
rect outcome of the native uprising which 
resulted in the killing last week of eight 
Europeans at Casa Blanca. Both France 
and Spain have prepared other warships, 
with troops and marines on board, to 
send to various points on Moroccan 
coast for the protection of foreigners. 
Under the terms of the Algericas conven- 
tion these two powers are charged with 
the policing of the seaports of Morocco, 
and their action at Casa Blanca has 
brought no protest from any power. ‘The 
states of Europe have expressed their 
willingness that France and Spain re- 
store order in Morocco. No other coun- 
tries are involved. 

News of the fighting at Casa Blanca 
was brought here by the steamer Ana- 
tole. The Galilee and the French cruis- 
er Du Chayla fired until 2.000 rounds of 
ammunition had been expended. 

The batteries on a fort at tne mouth 
of the harbor fired on one of the French 
cruisers, but it, was quickly silenced ; 
reduced, 

Hundreds of Moors Killed. 

The number of Moorish dead will 
into the hundreds. A single party 
marines killed 160 Moors. The Mara- 
bout Sidi Marouf was wounded. 

On Saturday night the Moorish pacha 
at Casa Blanca was advised that troops 
would remain calm. At 5 o'clock Sun- 
day morning a detachment of fifty 
French marines, in command of an en- 
sign, landed in the cliy. This force had 
hardly passed through the water gate be- 
fore it received a volley fire at point- 
blank range from a detachment of reg- 
ular Moorish troops. Five marines and 
the ensign were wounded. The ensign 
was shot through both hands. In spite 
of his injuries, he ordered his men to fix 
bayonets and charge.

“Avenge my daughter!”’

Stormed the Fourteeenth street car barns 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany, where a policeman had sought re- 
fuge with a seriously pummelled pris- 
oner, Paul Sorgerato, a Greek peddler, 
30 years of age, who made the mistake, 
so it is charged, of kissing Grace Josco, 
an Italian girl, of |! years. A shrill ery 
from the girl and an impassioned appeai 
by the mother put the foreigners of the 
neighborhood in a rage, and as the Greek 
took to his heels a crowd pursued. He 
was ~vertaken and kicked nearly sense- 
less. By this time some one had stretch- 
ed a clothes lines from the window of a 
grocery store, and the rioters attempted 
to put a noose over the offender’s head. 
Only the eagerness of the rioterss to have 
a hand in the lassoing saved the ped- 
dler’s neck. During the confusion a po- 
liceman arrived and clubbed his way to 
the endangered man, and dragged him to 
the nearby car barns. Police reserves 
Stood off the mob while the Greek was 
hustled into a patrol wagon. ’ 

Crown Cried, “Kill Him!” 

_ Through a crowd that.cried: “Kill him; 
lynch him!” the police fought tneir way 
to the nearest station house. He was in 
bad shape, his eyes were blackened, his 
nose broken, scalp torn, face lacerated, 
and his body black with bruises.

Appropriation Dill Carries 
$4,460,000 for the 
Year 1908, 


GENERAL DEFICIENCY 


CARRIES $89,000 


Committee on Appropriations Dee 
cided It Woald Not Take Up the - 
Special Bille for Consider- 
ation Vesaterday Not 
Enough Money Is 
in Sight.

It was decided by the appropriation 
committee yesterday afternoon to reg 
Ommend for passage the general appro= 

bill, amounting to $4,465,000, 
year 1908; $4,615,000 for the year 

1909; and the general deficiency bill of 
$83,000. ~The committee dtd not deem 
it advisable to recommend for passage 
bills introduced in 
the legislature this season which require 
additional appropriation. 

Chairman Murphy Candler announced 
at the meeting that after an 
exhaustive work he had found the 
sum total of the appropriations for 
the year 1908 and !1909. He then stated 
that for the year 1908 it would be re- 
quired of the state of Georgia to appro- 
priate for the pay of fts officers, offi- 
Ciais of the different departments, for 
the maintenance of its different institu- 
tions, and for the general support of the 
state government, the sum of $4,465,000, 
and for the year following, $4,615,000. 

The committee recommended for ex- 
penditure during the year {908 over 
$200,000 more than the revenue to be re- 
ceived. The revenue to be recived is 
Only $4,250,000. 

By a unanimous vote it was agreed to 
recommend the bill for passage by the 
house of representatives. 

Chairman Candler then brought to the 
attention of those present that a defi- 
clency of $83,000 would also be needed. 
This was passed by the committee fa- 
vVorably. Of this amount there is $10,- 
000 for the contingent fund: for publie 
Duilding fund, $10,000; for the millttta, 
$42,000 to meet the requirements of 
the Dick Dill, to pay the expense of the 
Atlanta and Macon riots, $5,000; and for 
the juvenile reformatory, $5,000. 

The committee decided that tt would 
not take up the speaéal wills for consid- 
eration at this time, not thinking it ad- 
visable. Some of the members declared 
that the state would not have enough 
money with which to meet such require- 
ments, so all like matters were laid on 
the table. 

Among the special bills which were 
brought to the attention of the commit- 
tee this year are the cotton seed oil 
branch wanted by the Georgia School of 
Technology; the $4,000 wante dto lay and 
pay for the base of a confederate mon- 
ument on Johnson's Island, Ohio: the 
dormitory requested by the deaf and 
dumb school. The matter of appropriat- 
ing $10,000 for the maintenance of the 
confederate cemetery at Marietta, re- 
cently given to the state. was laid on 
the table until next summer. 

Chairman Candler will ask for the 
third reading of the general appropria- 
tion bill this morning in the house. The 
bill has already been read twice, and 
will be put on its fina] test.

New Orleans, August 6.—What amounts 
10 a quarantine by New Orleans against 
Brownsville, Tex., where dengue fever 
is reported, was announced tonight. 
Marine hospital, state and city health ol- 
ficials issued the regulation after a con-

kept under surveillance until six days 

' have elapsed after their-departure from 
Brownsville. The same regulations are 
in effect against passengers coming from 
Central American countries and Cuna 
in the regular summer yellow tever 
quarantine. 

Dengue fever resembles malaria, but 
is considered much more fatal.

FEAR OF GHOSTS. 


— 


Harmless Visitors From Whom We 
All Shrink in Terror. 

Deep down in the heart of man there 
abides a firm belief in the power of the 
dead to walk upon the earth and af- 
fright, if such be their pleasure, the 
souls of the living. Wise folks, versed 
in the sciences and fortified tn mind 
against faith in aught enat savors of 
the supernatural, laugh ideas of the 
kind to scorn, yet, hardly one of them 
will dare to walk along tnrough a 
graveyard in the night, or ir one be 
found so bold he will surely hasten his 
footsteps, unable wholly to suBdue the 
fear of sheeted specters which may rise 
from the grass grown graves or emerge 
from the moonlit tombs and follow on, 
for, strangely enough, the dead, if not 
actually hostjle to the living, are es- 
teemed dangerous and dreadful to en- 
counter. 

It used to be the fashion, says a writer 
in Lippincott’s Magazine, to sweep away 
all such notions by sayrng that 
had their origin in the childhood of the 
race and that they sprang rrom fear of 
the unknown. This unquestionably was 
the easiest way to dispose of tnem, but 
was it fair? The subject possesses in- 
tense interest for a great majority of 
mankind, and, though the existence of 
ghosts is unproved, there fs undeniably 
a vast deal of testimony in their behalf 
that deserves serious and respectful con- 
sideration. Fortunately, within the jast 
few years the attitude of science toward 
the problem has altogether changed, 
and, actuated by a new spirit of inquiry, 
the wise men have been engaged, 
thoughtfully and without prejudice, in 
studying it out. 

While it cannot be sald that any final 
and definite conclusions have as yet 
been reached, an immense amount of 
evidence has been sifted, enough to 
show pretty conclusively for one point 
that the traditional specter of the Cock 
Lane school, with clanking chain and 
attributes disagreeably suggestive of the 
grave, has no basis in fact. On the other 
hand, there are certain phantoms, alto- 
gether different in their characteristics, 
in whose behalf a mass of testimony ‘¢s 
adduced far greater than would be re- 
quired to establish complete proof in any 
ordinary case in a court of law. Nothing 
short of absolute demonstration in such 
a matter can be satisfactory, but the 
evidence in question certainly staggers 
incredulity. 

Our fears of phantoms appears to 
spring from a dread of the unknown. 
the mysterious and the intangible. That 
it is a groundless terror is proved by the 
fact that in many thousands of cases of 
alleged spectral appearances subjected 
during the last few years to painstaking 
investigation not a single Instance has 
been found in which an tyury was in- 
flicted by the ghost upon the person or 
persons to whom it presented trself. So 
that, even if we are to actept appari- 
'tions as veritable, we ougnt to regard 
‘them with curiosity rather than with ap- 
' prehension, and instead of trying to avoid 
isuch supernatural vistrors we should 
|eagerly seek an opportunity to be haunt- 
ed for the sake of observing for our- 
selves phenomena so intensely interest- 
ing.

The special judiciary committee held 
a short session yesterday morning, and

the code for issuance of mortgage no- 
tices “do pass.” 

The bill of Senator Deen to establish 
a new judicial circuit from the Bruns-

The committee on banks and bank- 
ing recommended favorably the house 
bill of Messrs. Holder of Jackson,

It will authorize 
‘and empower the bureau, through its 
officers and agents, to examine and 
report on the condition of all corpora- 
tions. doing banking business in the 
state.

ATLANTA’S STREETS NEED ATTENTION. 


In a card published today calling attention to the bad repair and un- 
sanitary condition of the pavement at Marietta street and Tabernacle place, 
repeated petitions for the remedying of which appear to have been officially 
ignored, there is forcible reminder that the condition of Atlanta's 
streets, not only at this point but in many places, is such as should com- 
mand the immediate and energetic attention of those city departments upon 
whom this duty devolves. 

There is undoubtedly too lax a supervision in cases where parties are 
permitted to open the streets for the purpose of laying pipe or making un- 
derground repairs. After taking up the belgian block or other pavement, 
and completing their work, they are allowed to put them back irregularly, 
haphazard or in any old way that suits their convenience. The result is 
there is scarcely a place in the city where the pavement has been torn up 
that it is not jagged, unsightly, bumpy and, as is pointed out in the commu- 
nication referred to, often unsanitary. If it be belgian block, they are put 
back half an inch or more too low or as frequently too high; if asphalt, 
ridges are left in the pavement which not only destroy its looks and its 
comfort, but result in its more speedy wear and deterioration. 

It frequently becomes necessary to open the streets for the purpose of 
putting in new pipe or making repairs. This, of course, cannot be stopped. 
But the city can and should compel the replacing of the pavement in a con- 
dition as good as .when disturbed. Every person who opens a street under 
city permit should be required to restore it to practically perfect condition. 
This can be done and anything short of it is an injustice to the people. 
Mayor Joyner has just submitted to council an important communication 
upon the subject of the city’s streets, which must command the earnest and 
careful attention of that body. The mayor’s communication deals principally 
with paving work just completed or still to be done, but it calls attention to 
the necessity of well. paved streets, which are one of the most valuable of 
municipal assets. No city can have well paved streets if shoddy repair 
work is permitted to be done every time the streets are opened, and that 
Atlanta has suffered from this class of work, there is no question. The 
Spirit of the mayor’s communication to council is aimed as well at this evil 
as at the importance of getting, good work in the beginning, and it is of 
no less importance that the streets should be kept -in good repair and up 
to standard after the pavements have once been laid. 

ff there is no other way it should be done under direct and personal 
supervision of some official or attache of the public works department, or, 
better yet, done by the department itself and the expense charged to the 
person to whom the permit was issued. There is no question that it could 
be done as cheaply by the city as by the party who makes the opening, so 
that no hardship would be involved.

The substitute follows: 

Substitute for house bill No. 18, by Mr. 

Perry, of Hall. 
_ A Dill to be entitled an to prohibit the 
giving, issuing, receiving using free passes, 
rebates, reduction or discounts for transpor- 
tation by common carriers of passengers and 
to further prohibit discrimination or free 
service by telephone, telegraph or express 
companies, or persons or companies supplying 
light, heat, power, electricity, water or gas 
to the public; to provide punishment there- 
for and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by authority of the same, that from and 
after January 1, 1908, no common carrier, 
whether a corporation, association, partner- 
ship or person carrying on the business of a 
common carrier with, this state, nor any 
agent, officer, servant or employee thereof, 
shall give, procure for or deliver to any per- 
son, nor shall any person accept or use any 
free pass, ticket or free or reduced trans- 
portation for passengers between points within 
this state, nor shall any such person or cor- 
poration give, make, or allow or receive any 
rebate, discount or reductfon from the regu- 
lar rates between points within this state, ex- 
cept as are offered or given to the public at 
large, except that said common carriers may 
grant to its officers, agents and bona fide 
ermpployees, passes, franks or free transporta- 
tion. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted that no person 
or company engaged in the business of 
operating telephone or telegraph lines for 
the public service, or persons or companies 
supplying light, heat, power, electricity, water 
or gas to the public, shall give free service 
over such lines or any rebate or discount 


from the charge required to be paid by the 
public to any person, unless herein excepted, 
nor shall any express company transport ex- 
press matter free or give any rebate or dis- 
couht on the rates for such service required 
to be paid by the public to any pergon, unless 
herein excepted, except that such telephone, 
telegraph and express companies may render 
free services of the kind herein prohibited to 
their officers, agents and bona fide employees, 
and no person shall receive or use any service 
= rebate or discounts forbidden by this sec- 
tion. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that any person .ocrpora- 
tion, employee or agent of any corporation 
or individual violating any of the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shal! be pun- 
ished as provided by section 1039 of the code 
of this state. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted br the au- 
thority aforesaid, that satisfactory proof of 
the issuance or acceptance of any such pass, 
rebate, reduction, discount or free service as 
is prohibited in the foregoing sections shal) 
be presumptive evidence of the violation of 
the provisions of this act, and the burden 
of proving that the issuance or acceptance 
of said pass, rebate, reduction, discount or 
free service was within the exceptions above 
enumerated, shall then be upon the defendant 
as charged. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted that all ex- 
ceptions in this act as to agents or employees

“Judge Covington, of Colquitt, who ts ehair- 
man of the railroad committee 
of representatives, says that 
greatest speeches he heard at this session 
was made by President H. M. Atkinson, of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic. “Mr. 
Atkinson appeared before the committee in 
person and presented his side of the railroad 
legislation. Mr. Atkinson told of his coming 
to Georgia nearly twenty years ago, invest- 
ing all his mdéney here, marrying a Georgia 
girl! and entering heart and soul into the 
work of developing the state. He reviewed 
the fight he has made for development, the 
campaigns he has conducted to raise money 
to put through his various enterprises and 
outlined his policy for the future. He de- 
clared that he has preached the. gospel of 
development ever since he came to the state 
and that wherever he went he told of the 
great state of Georgia and sung the praises 
of her people. It was the passion of his Nfe 
to develop the state commercially and have @ 
part in making it what nature has made it 
possible for it to be. He was ambitious to 
build up a great property rather than to ac- 
cumulate great wealth, but it was impossible 
to secure the money to put through such an 
enterprise and such enterprises as he is pro- 
moting without being able to show good 
chances of success to the financial element 
of the north to which he has to look for 
money. 

“It is said the sptech had a telling effect 
on those who heard it and it is not improb- 
able that Mr. Atkinson will check to some 
extent the sentiment against railroads that 
seems to be going to the extreme. 

“We believe and have often said that had 
the railroad presidents and failroad owners

House Wrangled Qver Anti- 
Pass Measure Through 
Two Sessions, 


FLOOD OF AMENDMENTS 
OFFERED TO HALL BILL 


One Adopted Was Afterward Re- 
considered After Debate Last- 
ing Mere Than Two Hours. 
Another Substitute Of- 
fered. 


Six solid hours spent in talk on the 
subject. of anti-pass bills marked the 
net results of the house yesterday, when 
not a thing was accomplished or a vote) 
recorded. 

It was the dullest and driest session 
of the summer, and the vote on the 
measures will hardly come up until this 
afternoon, if then. 

There was such a flood of amendmtnts 
to the three bills offered the house, and 
so much debate on each that the house 
was deluged with talk from 9 o'clock in 
the morning until 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and doubtless would have been 
again last night, if the effort to hold a 
night session had prevailed. 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, got the floor 
yesterday afternoon shortly after 4 
o'clock, and for nearly an hour he ex- | 
pressed himself on the subject of anti- 
pass legislation. When he concluded 
there was an effort to continue ‘the ses- 
sion until the matter was entirely dis- 
posed of, go the general tax act could 
be taken up again this morning, but 
this, like the night session proposition, 
failed, and the house adjourned at 5 
o'clock until 8:55 o’clock this morning, 
a gain of five minutes on the length | 
of Wednesday's session. 

Mr. Hall Is Sanguine. 

At the close of the day Mr. Hall, who 
is making a valiant fight to have his 
bill passed by the house, expressed him- 
self as being thoroughly satusfied with 
the day’s doing, and declared that his 
bill would yet become a law. 

The morning session was spent fn per- 
fecting the Hall bill, which nas the 
backing of the majority of the railroad 
committee. 

His bill prohibits, passes, franks, 
courtesies and the like to all city, county 
and state officials and candidates. Ex- 
ceptions are made in favor of attorneys 
for the corporations while actually en- 
gaged in traveling on the business of 
the corporations. 

One of the first amendments offered 
was that which put off the time when 
this law was to become operaulve until 
Januarv |. 1909. No sooner had this 
been, done than there was a motion to 
reconsider. and for two hours debate 
went back and forth in favor and against 
the reconsideration. In these speeches 
the whole history of anti-pass legisla- 
tion was reviewed. 

A short while before the hour of ad- 
journment for lunch the house reconsid- 
ered its action, and adopted a supstitute 
amendment making ‘ine law operative 


January |, 1908. 
It was a case of a step forward and a

As a net result of the six hours spent 
in the house the solons have nothing to 
show for it. 

Today the bill, which is a special and 
continuous order, will be taken up again 
for discussion. - The substitute will be 
thoroughly perfected and a vote proba- 
gly taken this afternoon, unless debate 
is limited and house held well in check. 

Tax Act Net Touched. 

The general tax act, which was taken 
up Monday and a terd of a section 
agreed to, was not touched yesterday, 
and i is doubtful if it will be today, 
though it may if the anti-pass bil) is 
acted upon. It is a certainty tnat some 
anti-pass bil] will be passed, but the 
house is very evenly divided on this sub- 
ject, though many seem to think that 
rthe Hali bill, which has been introduced 
every session for seven years, will be 
enacted into a law this term. 

There remains only ten more days, 
counting today, in this session, and only 
one law has been enacted, of general 
importance. 

There is now evidenced in certain 
\ gers an effort to hasten legislation 
by Wontinued and night sessions, but the 
majority of the members appear content 
to have the six hours a day and then 
adjourn. 

The specter of an extra sesston ts star- 
ing the house in the face, and is the talk 
ot the committee rooms. 

With progress made no faster for the 
next ten days than the past two, it will 
be necessary, if anything except the gen- 
eral tax act, the general appropriation 
bill, and the anti-pass bill are enacted 
into laws.

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Geing to Boarding School. 
Although for a number of years ine 
idea of going to boarding school has 
ceased to be considered under the head 
of “educational matters,” there are cét- 
tain conscientious instructors in some of 


- these schools who, feeling a professional 


responsibility, are beginning to remon- 
strate with parent, about their careless- 
ness in sending children away from home 
without impressing upon them that tlie 
real object is education. 

Young giris with elaborate trousseaus 
are sent away to school with iostruc- 
tions as to what good care to take of 
their health; how to dress; who to write 
to, and when to go out, but frequently 
not one word is said to them about tne 
particular course of study they are to 
pursue. Indeed, the parents have failed 
in many cases to consider the so-called 
curriculum of the institution, and have 
no idea of the particular gystem or meth- 
ods applied. 

Yet these are the very parents who ex- 
pect that not only will the boarding school 
give the finishing educational touches, 
but that all the faults of disposition, 
manner and conversation will be coréct- 
ed. The spoiled, undisciplined gir!, men- 
tally and physically, is expecTed in two 
or three years’ time to become a well 
poised, well educated young woman, and 
the institution is supposed to stand in 
the attitude of parent, church and school. 

“Well, when she goes to boarding 
school], she will have to learn to con- 
tro] her temper,”’ says the careless moth- 
er, or, ‘at boarding boarding school she 
will learn to modulate her voice, sit 
still when she should and be considerate 
of others.’’ 

These excuses are made when some 
interested person calls attention to the 
faults coming under the head of “‘ill 
bred” in a child who has long since 
reached the age to know better. 

It would seem therefore if the boarding
